M. T. Everhart, Fall’s s0n-in- 
law, who appeared in Pueblo, Colo., 
with the bonds in May, after Fat! 
had leased the fat Teapot in April, 
refused on the witness stand to teli 
where he got them on the ground 
that his answer might incriminate 
him. Justice Siddons, presiding at 
the conspiracy trial. of Fall and 
Sinclair, today upheld Everhart’s 
plea. 

Thereupon the Government 
prosecutors at once began the job 
of tracing the bonds to the dummy 
Continental Trading Co., which pun 
chased them out of profits made 
partly at Sinclair's expense, and in 
consequence of a transaction which 
was guaranteed by him, and par- 
tially arranged by him. 

Everhart Gets the Bonds. 

The lease wag signed on 
Arril 7, 1922. On May 29. less 
than two months later. Everhart 
appeared in Pueblo, Colo., with 
$230,500 in bonds, paid off $108,004

A NDREW VOLSTEAD’S determination 

to deprive the great American home of 
its home brew by inyoking a section of the 
Prohibition law forbidding “possession o 
Sale of materials designed fur use in man- 
ufacturing intoxicating liquor” reads like 
an act of desperation, He has raided a cou- 
Ple of shops that sell malt, and tf the 
Prosecution sticks he proposes to wage war 
against every store that sells these extracts. 
Should other regional directors follow suit 
it would mean a Federal invasion of every 
grocery, drug and department store in the 
country, for all sell various brands 
Of malt extracts. It would. of course, be 
just as wrong for homes to be found in 
possession of malt as for stores, so that 
sooner or later every home may expect a 
call from a Federal officer armed with a 
Search warrant. 

For what American home is there that 
does not fall within the scope of this re- 
striction? It would be practically tmpos- 
sible to find a kitchen er pantry in all this 
broad land that lacks materials that can 
be utilized to make intoxicating liquor., If 
it isn’t malt it is grapes or raisins. If not 
that, it is yeast and dried fruits. To carry 
this provision to its ultimate conclusion 
would include the seizure of bottles, corks, 
croeks, jars, casks, flavoring extracts and 
a hundred other articles tn daily use, [In it- 
self, malt is no more alcoholic than pota- 
toes, but both can be used to make alco- 
holic beverage, and incidentally the potato 
preduct will be much more potent. 

Mr, Volatead’s move is simply a sonfes« 
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si of the futility of trying to enforce an 
uNenforceable law. It proves that the coun- 
try cannot be dried up by proceeding 
against alcoholic liquors alone, so the Daf- 
fled dry agents propose to stamp out all 
the sources of alcohol. The farther back 
they go the bigger they make the preblem 
and the sooner they will crystallize the gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of reasonable modi- 
fication of an unreasonable law.

NDIANA’S shame goes directly back to

ness? Do his eyes ever burn, itch 
Oo: smart? Do you ever notice him 
rubbing his eyes? Is he nervous 
and does he frequently change his 
position? Does he frown much? 
These are all symptoms of defec- 
tive eyesight. 

Let him read to you. Watch 
how far he holds the book from his 
eyes (this should never be less than 
12 inches). Notice whether he 
mispronounces simple words; ask 
him whether the letters - look 
blurred or crowded, whether they 
look all tumbled over each other 
o. if they jump up and down, Cas- 
ually ask whether he ever sees two 
lines instead of one. These queries 
should not be made at one reading. 
Begin by asking whether the let- 
ters look straight and clear; at an- 
other reading put a few more 
queries. If you find his eyes require 
attention do not neglect this. 
Statistics show that two out of 
every 10 children in the first grade 
show one or more sympoms of im- 
paired vision and four out of every 
10 graduate from high school with 


defective eyesight. This shows a 
lack of vision conrervetion luring 
the sch>o!l course. Mothers should 
impress upon their children the 
great importance of this care. 

In the schools especiai attention 
is given to the lighting, the posi- 
tion of the blackboards and the 


| sc ating of the pupils to the best ad- 


vantage of vision. This same care 
should be giten at home during 
the study period. 

Instruct your child that vision 
conservation is an important duty 
he owes himself. He will then 
never face the light while doing 
his home work. He will know the 
best position under which to read 
or write ts to have the light coming 
over the left shoulder and he will 
never strain his eyes by using them 
for close application in a subdued 
light. ‘These are causes of defec- 
tive eyesight that mothers can and 
should control. 

Many mothers take @ chance on 
the eyesight rather than have their 
children wear eyeglasses—often 
merely because they labor wuhder 
the misapprehension that opticians 
always find glasses necessary and 
glasses Once worn can never be dis- 
carded, Such mothers should con- 
sult an able oculist who prescribes 
(not sells) eyeglasses. In early 
stages of defective vision glasses 
are employed ag agorrective meas- 
ure and usually neéd only be worn 
temporarily. Good eyesight is es- 
sential to a good class standing. 
Good mothers wtll give their chil- 
dren every chance to secure both.
